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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 1-7 and 9-42 are allowable over the prior art of record. The examiner has found 
that the prior art of record does not teach or suggest or render obvious a system 
comprising: a server configured to detect status information, store the status information 
in a network information table, analyze the status information to produce operational 
information of an operational state of the network, and push the operational information 
to a client without a request for the operational information from the client, wherein the 
server is devoid of an internal microprocessor at set forth in the specification and recited 
in the independent claims 1,21,31, and 42.
